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Elba chooses next mayor 


Elba voters went to the 
polls Tuesday, Oct. 6, to de- 
cide the city’s next mayor, 
and at the end of the day, the 
unofficial vote revealed 
Tom Maddox as the winner 
of the Elba Municipal Run- 
off Election. 

These results remain un- 
official until Monday, Oct. 
12, when the Elba City 
Council will canvas the 
election results from the 
runoff. This will be done 
during the regular council 
meeting at 5:30 p.m. 

A total of 605 in-person 
votes were cast on Tuesday 
with 320 going to Maddox 
and 285 votes for Tim 
Johnson. There also were 29 
total absentee votes — Mad- 
dox had 19 of those votes 
while Johnson had 10 ab- 
sentee votes. 

Total of all votes was 339

The Coffee County Board 
of Education met Thursday 
evening, Oct. 1, for the reg- 
ular monthly meeting, dur- 
ing which Superintendent 
Kevin Killingsworth pro- 
vided a quick COVID-19 
update for the county school 
system. 

Killingsworth said his 
weekly COVID report had 
gone out to Coffee County 
EMA the day prior [Sept. 
30th] as it is given each 
Wednesday. He said over 
the week leading up to last 
Wednesday, the county 
schools had three additional 
cases of COVID-19 re- 
ported. This included one 
faculty member at Zion 
Chapel and two students at 
New Brockton High School. 

. “This brings our total 
number of cases to 21 since 
the start of school eight 
weeks ago,” Killingsworth 
said. “We want to applaud 
our faculty and staff at each 
of our schools for doing 
their very best to keep all 
our students, employees, 
and guests safe. When we 
began school on Aug. 10th, 
there were many who 


doubted we would still be in 
school at this point.” 

Killingsworth said he 
continues to urge visitors to 
the schools or extracurricu- 
lar activities to follow all 
safety protocols when on 
the campuses and/or attend- 
ing school functions. 

The board approved three 
personnel matters presented 
as recommendations from 
the superintendent. All three 
matters approved were for 
resignations, 

The resignation of Josie 
Kitch, teacher at Kinston 
School, was approved. Her 
last day will be Friday, Oct. 
9th. 

The resignation of Jen- 
nifer Kyser, child nutrition 
worker at New Brockton 
High School, was approved. 
She actually will retire ef- 
fective Nov. 1st, according 
to the approved paperwork. 

The resignation of Ray- 
mond Phillips, bus driver 
for New Brockton, was ap- 
proved with his last day 
being Sept. 30th.

Dr. Wright is a state eval- 
uator for education. 

“Tt was in my superinten- 
dent’s contract for me to be 
evaluated,” Moseley said. 
“With a contract renewal 
upcoming for me, the board 
wanted to get the evaluation 
done prior to discussing a 
new contract.” 

According to the report 
presented by Dr. Wright 
during a recent work ses- 
sion for the Elba BOE, Su- 
perintendent Moseley 
scored 47 points out of a 
possible 52 overall points. 

“You are to be com-

Wright said of Moseley.

Moseley said he has two 
daughters in the Elba City 
School System, and he 
wants them to always be 
able to call Elba home. He 
said his family loves Elba 
just as much as he does. 

“T have no intentions of 
leaving Elba,” Moseley 
said. “My family has that 
place to call home here, and

Plagues. We really didn’t understand them, until recently. 
Now, we’re all seasoned experts. “Been there, done that” 
has become “Been there, and don’t ever want to do that 
again.” 

Joel was pretty well versed in plagues, also. The intro- 
duction to Joel in the NLT Illustrated Study Bible refers to 
a different plague with familiar circumstances. It reads: 
“Joel prophesied to the people of Judah and Jerusalem in 
the midst of a catastrophe that threatened their very exis- 
tence. A locust plague of unprecedented proportions had 
struck the land.” Chapter one and the first half of chapter 
two are quite graphic; downright depressing. But, some- 
thing changes in 2:18: “Then the Lord will pity his people 
and jealously guard the honor of his land.” The balance of 
chapter two is filled with hope. Restoration, renewal, and 
rejoicing abound. 

Of particular relevance to us in our time of plague, espe- 
cially as Autumn has come, is 2:23-25: “Rejoice, you 
people of Jerusalem! Rejoice in the Lord your God! For the 
rain he sends demonstrates his faithfulness. Once more the 
Autumn rains will come, as well as the rains of Spring.The 
threshing floors will again be piled high with grain, and the 
presses will overflow with new wine and olive oil. The Lord 
says, ‘I will give you back what you lost to the swarming 
locusts, the hopping locusts, and the cutting locusts.”” 

There are so many applicable truths for us here. Among 
them: 

1. God is faithful. He is very aware of every circumstance 
in our lives, from the petty to the plagues. 

2. We should rejoice in his faithfulness, being careful to 
thank him for his care. 

3. He will send rain (blessings) again. Droughts are tem- 
porary. Seasons change. 

4. He will restore. Much has been lost through the past 
few months, but he “will give [us] back what [we] lost.” 

Years from now, we’ll talk about the COVID plague of 
2020. But, I believe that we'll also marvel at the grace and 
faithfulness of God, which overshadowed the plague. Now 
would be a great time to begin rejoicing.

The Elba Tigers will con- 
tinue their quest for a berth 
in the 2A playoffs Thursday 
night when they travel to 
Abbeville to tangle with the 
Abbeville Yellowjackets.

Tigers knock off Geneva County 50-22

The Elba Tigers scored 
on all five first half posses-

Gamecocks caged by Slocomb 55-21

Gamecocks saw an early 6- 
0 lead vanish quickly in a 
55-21 region loss to the Slo- 
comb Red Tops, Friday 
night at Bates Memorial 
Stadium, in Enterprise. 
New Brockton received 
the opening kickoff and 
went 70 yards in seven 
plays to get on the score- 
board. Kaden Cupp rushed 
for 51 yards on three carries 
to lead the Gamecocks 
down the field, and it was 
Cupp that crossed the goal 
line on a 25-yard scamper. 
The extra-point attempt 
failed, but with 9:51 re- 
maining in the first quarter 


the Gamecocks were al-_, 


ready on top 6-0. 

Slocomb’s Jaylen Nobles 
returned the ensuing kickoff 
43 yards to set the Red Tops 
up at the New Brockton 37- 
yardline, and Slocomb took 
advantage of the short field 
to grab the lead. The Red 
Top touchdown came on a 
26-yard run by Rashawn 
Miller, and Asael Morin 
kicked the extra-point to put 
Slocomb on top 7-6 with 
8:26 left in the quarter. 

Slocomb began its next 
possession at the New 
Brockton 39-yardline after a 
Gamecock punt and cov- 
ered the distance in just 
three plays to add to its lead, 
Jaylen Nobles rushed for 33 
yards on two carries to lead 
the Red Tops to the end- 
zone, and scored the touch- 
down on an 11-yard run. 
The extra-point try failed, 
but Slocomb was on top 13- 
6 with 4:26 remaining in the 
quarter. 

The Red Tops next pos- 
session began at their own 
27-yardline, and from there 
it took Slocomb only four 
plays to get back into the

endzone. Jaylen Nobles 
scored the touchdown on a 
55-yard dash, and Morin 
added the extra-point as the 
Red Tops lead grew to 20-6 
with 25-seconds left in the 
first quarter. 

Slocomb regained pos- 
session near midfield after a 
defensive stop and this time 
went 55 yards in three plays 
to extend its advantage. 
Jaylen Nobles scored the 
Red Tops touchdown on a 
45-yard run, and Morin 
kicked the extra-point as 
their lead went to 27-6 with 
7:01 remaining in the sec- 


ond quarter. 
New Brockton was 
forced to punt on its ensuing 


possession, but got the ball 
back on a defensive stop 
near midfield and took ad- 
vantage of the short field to 
cut into the Slocomb lead. A 
16-yard gain on a faked 
punt on a pass from Bray- 


son Carr to Jordan Tacey 


kept the drive alive early, 
while the score came on a 4- 
yard pass from Kaden Cupp 
to Brandon Johnson. Jacob 
Bustamante booted the 
extra-point, and with 25- 
seconds left in the half the 
Gamecocks trailed 27-13. 

Slocomb received the 
second half kickoff and 
went 43 yards in just one 
play to regain command. 
The Red Tops touchdown 
came on a 43-yard pass 
from Rashawn Miller to 
Jacob Spence, and Morin 
again added the extra-point 
as the Red Tops lead grew 
to 34-13 with 11:40 left in 
the third quarter. 

Slocomb regained pos- 
session at its own 40-yard- 
line after a Gamecock punt 
and needed only two plays 
to cover the 60 yards to the 
endzone, with the score 
coming on an 11-yard run 
by Gabe Hall. Morin’s 
extra-point was true, and 
with 8:48 left in the quarter 


Slocomb’s lead was up to 
41-13. 

Slocomb got the ball right 
back on another Gamecock 
punt and this time went 67 
yards in two plays to reach 
paydirt. The Red Tops 
touchdown came on a 67- 
yard scamper by Caulin 
Thomas, and Morin’s extra- 
point was again true as Slo- 
comb moved ahead 48-13 
with 3:32 left in the quarter. 

Slocomb’s next offensive 
series began at the Red Tops 
47-yardline and this time it 
took the Red Tops six plays 
to get back into the end- 
zone. The score came on a 
13-yard run by Braylon 
Miller, and Morin added the 
extra-point as Slocomb’s 
lead ballooned to 55-13 
with 10:54 remaining in the 
fourth quarter. 

New Brockton began its 
ensuing possession at its 
own 32-yardline, and the 
Gamecocks gave their faith- 
ful something to cheer 
about when on the first play 
of the possession Kaden 
Cupp connected with Bran- 
don Johnson with a 68-yard 
touchdown pass. Cupp ran 
in the two-point conversion 
to pull the Gamecocks 
within 55-21 with 10:32 left 
on the clock, and that was 
still the score when the final 
horn sounded. 

Kaden Cupp completed 9 
of 32 passes for 127 yards 
and 2 touchdowns and 
rushed for 51 yards and one 
td on 20 carries to lead New 
Brockton, while Brayson 
Carr completed his only 
pass attempt for 16 yards, 
Jordan Tacey rushed for 40. 
yards on 10 carries, Bran- 
don Johnson pulled in 4 
passes for 88 yards and 2 
td’s, and Colton Marsh had 
2 catches for 31 yards. The 
Gamecock defense was led 
by Karyus McNabb, John 
Clay Reynolds, Michael 
Siniard and Tra Boland, all 
with 5 tackles, while Colton 
Marsh and Jack Royce both 
had 4 stops and a forced 
fumble. 

Jaylen Nobles rushed for 
133 yards and 3 td’s on 
seven carries to lead Slo- 
comb, while Rashawn 
Miller rushed for 118 yards 
and 3 td’s on eight carries.

scare into the undefeated 
Florala Wildcats, but never 
again found their way into 
the endzone as the high- 
powered Wildcats pulled 
away to claim a 50-7 region 
win, Friday night in Kin- 
ston. 

Kinston received the 
opening kickoff and behind 
the running of Addison 
Hudson and Jeb Crosby 
drove to a first down at the 
Florala 38-yardline before 
being stopped on a fourth 
down and one at the Wildcat 
27-yardline. 

Florala took over at its 


| own 31-yardline and needed 


only one play to cover the 
69 yards to the endzone as 
on its first play from scrim- 
mage Rashaad Coleman 
connected with Austin 
Howell on a 69-yard touch- 
down toss. A two-point pass 
missed its target, but with 
7:19 left in the quarter the 
Wildcats were already on 
the scoreboard with a 6-0 
lead. 

Florala regained posses- 
sion at its own 26-yardline 
following a Bulldog punt 
and this time went 74 yards 
in five plays to get back into 
the endzone. A 44-yard pass 
from Coleman to Zacchaeus 
Reese was a key play in the 
long scoring drive, while 
the touchdown came on a 
12-yard dash by Coleman. 
The extra-point attempt 
failed. However, with 3:23 
left in the quarter the Wild- 
cats lead was up to 12-0. 

Kinston began its ensuing 
possession at its own 29- 
yardline and brought its fans 
to their feet as the Bulldogs 
went 71 yards in only four 
plays to get on the score- 
board. Konner Walker 
tushed for 58 yards on two 
carries to lead the Bulldogs 
down the field, while Ad- 
dison Hudson added 13 
yards on two totes and 
scored the touchdown on an 
8-yard run. John Free 
booted the extra-point to 
pull Kinston within 12-7 
with 1:56 remaining in the 
quarter. 

Florala had an immediate 
response to the Kinston 
score as the Wildcats took 
the ensuing kick and went 
70 yards in four plays to ex- 
tend their lead. A 55-yard 
pass from Coleman to An- 
thone Stone got the drive off 
to a fast start, while the 
score came on a 4-yard run 
by Zacchaeus Reese. Cole- 
man ran in the two-point 
conversion as the Wildcats 
lead went to 20-7 with 22- 
seconds still left in the 
opening quarter. 

A 38-yard scamper by Jeb 
Crosby helped Kinston
